2 3 -year-old southern 
beauty, who, 
with h er idiot, George 
Haldeman, 
wa* sav ed at sea yesterday at the 
end of their unsuccessful but heroic 
a tte m p t to fly to Paris, who has ca r­ 
ried the banner of present day youth 
to new glory. 


R adiograms to the United 
Press 
from Captain Goos, muster of the 
Dutch oil tanker, Barendrecht which 
sav ed Miss Elder and her companion 
after they had flown eastward from 
Roosev elt Field. New York, for more 
th a n 3*5 hours, today rev ealed be­ 
neath the terse phrases of the sea­ 
faring man the story of Mis* Elder's 
exploit. 


It told how the American girl had 
flown for 36 hours and 26 minutes 
stra ig h t ov er the sea 
a longer time 
and ov er a longer distance than any 
girl had ev er flown before, and per­ 
haps longer ov er water 
th a n 
any 
mortal lias flown. 
It rev ealed that for 26 of those 
36 hours Miss Rider and h er com­ 
panion 
had 
fought 
had 
w eath er 
which ranged from fog to 
v iolent 
winds. 
For sev en hours du ring the nig ht 
they 
had 
struggled 
with 
storms 
which blew them from their course 
- and not only did they remain aloft 
and cheat the sea; they heat their 
way hack to their route and when 
found were flying straight 
toward 
Ports. 
Then, in the midst of all this, a 
little copper tube, about the dia m ­ 
eter of a pencil and only a few feet 
long — th e oil feed pipe— broke from 
th e v ibration of th eir pounding mo­ 
tor and strug g ling plane which was 
driv ing against the wind. 
F or hours they flew without 
oil 
pressure. 
They had to keep flying 
straight 
ahead 
until 
either 
they 
should sight land or a ship— or u n ­ 
til the engine should heat to such 
intepalty that the p l a n e would catch 
fire and drop them into th e sea. 
Haldeman. it was believ ed, was at 
th e controls, with Miss Elder beside 
him they plunged on and on.

at 10:30 A. M. yesterday, they sig ht­ 
ed the slow rolling,

Dutch tanker.

minds as Haldeman circled the ship 
and brought “ the American 
Girl" 
down in safety at its side, can only 
he imagined. 
He and Miss Elder were carried 
aboard the tank er by sailors 
who 
must hav e been amazed at first to 
see an airplane alight by th eir side, 
and ev en more amazed to see the 
p retty face of a girl peer from its 
cabin. 
Miss Elder and Haldeman 
were 
taken aboard, both 
suffering 
from 
extreme fatigue. 
Then Captain Goos of the Baren­ 
drecht turned his men to the work 
of salv aging the 
plane. 
It 
was 
b r ou g h t 
near to th e t a n k e r —kwd 
then came the final tragedy. 
As it was being salv aged in the 
tossing seas, a ta nk of gasoline ex­ 
ploded. 
The plane which had ca r­ 
ried the two so far. was destroyed. 
The rugged fare of a “ t r a m p ” oil 
ta nk er was shared with Miss Elder 
and Haldeman. and they were giv en 
a chance to rest. 
The plane lost, th ere was nothing 
to do but go on and the Barendrecht 
headed towards Horta, chief port of 
the Azores Islands. 
There it should 
arriv e sometime tomorrow.

f a rin g man the story of Miss Elder’ 
exploit. 


It told how the American girl had 
flown for 36 hours and 26 minutes 
s tr a i g h t over the sea— a longer time 
and over a longer distance th an any 
girl had ever flown before, and per 
haps longer over w ater 
th a n 
any 
m ortal has flown. 
It revealed that for 26 of those 
36 hours Miss Elder and her com 
panion 
had 
fought 
had 
weather 
which ranged from fog to 
violen 
winds. 
For seven hours d u r in g the night 
they 
had 
struggled 
with 
storms 
w h ich blew them from their course 
•— and not only did th ey remain aloft 
and cheat the sea; they beat their 
w ay hack to their route and when 
found were flying straig h t 
toward 
Paris. 
Then, in the midst of all this, a 
little copper tube, about the diam 
eter of a pencil and only a few feet 
long— the oil feed pipe— broke from 
th e vibration of their pounding mo 
to r and struggling plane which was 
d riv in g against the wind.
